If (he time has arrived when the newspapers 
are (o be prevented from expressing their honest opinions on

such a subject as prohibition, or any other subject of public in- 
teresl and concern, il is time to slop talking about free speech 
and a free press, which are as dear to Ihe American people as 


. any two rights Ihnl it would he possible to mention. 


To many i! will seem very strange thai two such influential 


bodies as the conferences mentioned should.have the hardi- 
hood lo question the righl of newspapers to express themselves 
freely on any and all matters of public policy, regardless ol 
what (heir opinions and views may be. Of course it will nol 
be contended thai any newspaper has a right lo publish,sedi- 
tious mailer or-to attempt in any way lo undermine the aulli- 
orily of the government. 
But if Ihe fullest liberly is (o be 


denied when it comes to the discussion of such a matter as 
prohibition, and the enforcement or non-enforcement of the 
prohibition law, the end of a free press is al hand, and with 
that removed the end of popular government would also be 
at hand. 


All talk of curbing Ihe press in the discussion of public ques- 


tions is ulterly uncalled for and inexcusable. 
The people of 


the country are not all of one mind on any question, and if is 
very certain that they lack much of being of one mind on the 
question of national prohibition. There are some influential 
newspapers that are strongly opposed to such legislation and 
are not afraid to say so. Up to this lime their right.to do Ihis 
lias not.been questioned, but now the government is called 
upon to ascertain whether newspaper opposition (o prohib 
tion is nol a menace (o (he "peace, safely and good order o 
(he'nation." 


But, after all, perhaps some good may come from Ihe ado] 


tion of the resolutions in question. There is no reason
